number of signatures on

Candidates who secured that number 
and not more than 10 per cent of the 
vote, need ha\e no anxiety over hav- 
ing their names placed on the primary 
ballot.

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THE QUESTION OF NORMALCY 
The prediction 
of Francis R. Wad- 


leigh, chief of the coal division of the 
bureau of foreign and domestic commerce 
and member of the President's committee 
in charge of the distribution of coal, that 
it will take at least a year for the United 
States to get back to normal conditions 
after the coal strike is settled, sounds 
rather disturbing, but it should not cause 
serious apprehension. 
It tvill undoubt- 


edly take some time for the coal move- 
ment to get into full swing, both as to 
mininsr and distribution, but it is to be 
remembered that -we are not in debt for 
coal: that is to say. -we have not borrowed 
coal, in order to keep going, that we shall 
have to pay back, with the first coal that 
is produced. Up to the present the pro- 
duction of the working mines and the 
stock in store, have served to meet the 
needs of commerce arid industry. 
Trou- 


ble will soon be with us if production and 
distribution are not quickly increased and 
even physical suffering may come: but 
with the resumption of mining and free 
railroad movements, the country will, in 
effect, be merely taking a new safety start 
after 
closely approaching 
the danger 


point. 


AK to normalcy, that is another mat- 


ter. 
"VTe have been talking about getting 


back to normalcy ever since the war. but 
•we are not there yet. Just as we seem 
to be about to achieve the goal something 
interferes. 
Perhaps if some agreement 


could be reached as to -what constitutes 
normalcy the chance would be better, but 
ideas concerning it are as vagut? and as 
much at variance as ideas concerning so- 
cial justice. 
A fairly popular view is 


that normalcy is the condition that exist- 
ed before the outbreak of the war in Eu- 
rope, but If) 14 was not regarded as nor- 
mal in 1914-. There was bitter complaint 
about the high cost of living, and in the 
vrmter of i 913-14 there were bread lines. 
Normalcy, broadly speaking, is like the 
golden age. always in the past: something 
that has been, and can never be again—in 
the same way. 


Adjusting ourselves as comfortably as 


may be to new conditions constitutes the 
only kind of normalcy that we can know: 
and it is the kind we can always look 
back on with satisfaction. 
Thus we must 


often entertain normalcy without know- 
ing it until it is past and we see it in per- 
spective. 
So when the coal mines resume 


and the railroads are again running on 
their regular schedules, normalcy will 
again be. near to us. 
The present summer 


of labor disturbances is a mere trifle com- 
pared with what Europe has undergone: 
and with a fair prospect that the trouble 
will be ended before any serious general 
distress is caused we can either be thank- 
ful for our good fortune or thank our- 
selves for our good management. Nor- 
malcy, after all, is what conditions permit 
it to be. 


SCIENTIFIC TARIFF CONTEST 
The increasing interest that Republi- 


can senators of irreproachable party reg- 
ularity are taking in Senator Frelinghuy- 
sen's scheme to achieve a scientific tariff 
through the operation of a more authori- 
tative tariff commission, may indicate an 
increasing realization of the necessity for 
getting the party out of the muddle that 
the higher-the-better protectionists have 
got it into. Senators Keys, of New Hamp- 
shire, and "Willis, of Ohio, have just an- 
nounced their support of the plan, and it 
is expected that as the tariff complica- 
tions and embarrassment increase—and 
as the congressional election approaches 
—other party leaders will be inclined to 
find merit in it. 


If enough of the Republican leaders can 


be convinced of the necessity for a scien- 
tific tariff, it may be readily enough ex- 
plained that "the uncertain and unsettled 
condition of international balances, the 
abnormal economic and trade situation of 
the world, and the impowibility of fore- 


casting accurately even the near future, 
preclude the formation of a definite pro- 
gram to meet conditions a year hence" 
(see 
Republican national platform of 


1020) and so make it advisable to have 
the question mbre deeply pondered fifter 
the manner suggested by Senator Preling- 
huyseri. Thus action may well be de- 
ferred pending the appointment of iuch a 
tariff body and extended investigation by 
it. 
This would be one way out, and by 


no means ao unwise way. The only ob- 
stacle th'at confronts it—a serious one. it 
must be admitted—is that it involves the 
humiliation of the confession of an error 
of political judgment- 


Some plan for relieving the party of 


the burden of the proposed tariff before 
the November elections appears to be 
more and more commanding the attention 
of the Republican managers, who now 
seem to be convinced that they are to get 
no help in this way from the Democrats. 
The latter, completely outfitted for the 
stumping campaign by the Republican 
tariff program, are "evidently, for political 
reasons, willing that the Fordney-McCum- 
ber-conference bill should become a law. 
and work its price raising effects for the 
party good, whatever may happen to the 
public. 
Their 
campaign promise, of 


course, will be scientific tariff revision a? 
soon as they have the power. 
So unless 


the bill is delayed in conference so that it 
caJi nr>t become a law before the election, 
the indications are for a tariff campaign 
to determine which party shall construct a 
scientific tariff. 
Mr. Fordney did well in 


declining to ran for renomination. and as 
the days pass no doubt Mr. McCumber 
becomes more reconciled to the result of 
the North Dakota primaries.

THE LEAGUE AND PEACE 


During the ''No War" demonstrations 


all over the world on the eighth anniver- 
sary of the outbreak of the great war pa- 
cifists who were traitors during the war 
gnr a hearing, but there were also many 
pertinent observations upon the futility of 
war. Xo one sp^ke to the pmnt with more 
authority than David Lloyd George, the 
British prime minister. 
Speaking to a 


group of churchmen, he defined the duty 
of the churches of Europe and America in 
plain words. If the churches, he said, al- 
low the world to go on making more des- 
tructive instruments of warefarethanwere 
ever known, then they had better close 
their doors. 


In his remarks, the prime 
minister 


linked the churches and the league of na- 
tions. 
It appears that he believes the 


league of nations is the proper agency 
through which the churches can work to 
bring about the partial disarmament nec- 
essary to a peaceful world. 
We went so 


far as to say that if the league of nations 
fails r-ivilization will fail, for he believes 
that the next great war will be against 
civilization 
itself. 
His praise 
of the 


league was, of course, in complete har- 
mony with British public opinion, and his 
view of it as the agent of a new order of 
things in the churches is not new, but he 
brought the two together on an important 
occasion and did a great service to the 
league and the churches. 


His reference to the American church- 


es and the league shows that he still be- 
lieves that the United States will come 
into the league. 
He probably knows, as 


many Americans know, that the absence 
of Americans from the league delibera- 
tions at Geneva is the result of a tragic 
political battle, and that if American 
churches are to work intelligently for 
peace of the world, the government must 
help them to write their work into helpful 
action through the league. At present the 
United States is marking time on the 
question. 
Proposals of a substitute for 


the league are no longer heard, and the 
league goes on finding its way, looking 
to the United States for leadership which 
is being withheld. 


GOOD THING THE SUN IS SHINING 


Differences of all kinds would be driv- 


en away more easily and quickly if those 
who are identified with them were less 
serious. A little more recreation would 
give these participants impartial points of 
view. 


Leaders of capital and labor see their 


problems from strictly selfish standpoints. 
They are wrapped up in these problems. 
Every issue, howsoever small they magni- 
fy to great importance. 


If those who are taking direct part in 


pending questions woul'd become onlook- 
ers for a few days, they would acquire 
vision. At present they are sparring for 
friendly public opinion. Yet they are Hide- 
stepping the public will. 


The sun is still shining. If they looked 


upward, they would see it. 


Salt Water as a Remedy 


It is a popular belief that sore eyea are bcne 


fited by bathing with salt water and that a salt 
water spray is beneficial for chronic rhinitis or 
as the almanacs call it, "catarrh." So firm is this 
belief that some people even carry it to the point 
of absurdity by assuming that sa'lt water bathing 
"strengthens the eyes" or the eyesight, or that 
salt water sprays or salt water snuffing or douch- 
ing of the nasal passages wards off or prevents 
respiratory infections such as the almanacs call 
"colds." 


A rather strong solution of common salt in 


n-ater is of distinct value In the treatment of cer 
tain conditions. For instance, a large gauze dress- 
ing kept wet with a solution of a heaping table- 
spoonful of common salt and a level teaspoonful 
of citrate of sodium in a pint of boiled water is 
far superior to any poultice on a ripening boi! 
or similar infection, and actually favors drain- 
age or "draw." 


When it comes to appying salt water to the del- 


icate mucous membrance of the eye or the nasal 
cavity, a strong solution is too irritating, and if 
frequently or habitually used \vill do harm. For 
bathing the eyes, whether they are sore or just 
irritated by foreign bodies a physiological salt so- 
lution is ideal.' That is approximately a rounded 
teaspoonful of common salt dissolved in a pint of 
boiled water. 
In such strength the solution will 


not irritate the eyes or the nose any more than 
the tears themselves do. If very little more salt 
is used, or none at all. the solution or water will 
smart and irritate. 


So when it is necessary to bathe the eyes or 


spray or syringe the nasal passages, a solution 
of a rounded teaspoonful of salt in a pint of fresh- 
ly boiled water, cooled to about blood warmth, is 
always, the most satisfactory and can seldom do 
any harm, tho of course such bathing, spravmg 
or syringing can scarcely be supposed to strength- 
en the eyes in any way or to ward off or prevent 
any disease. 


If ?e,a water is obtainable it may 
be 
diluted 


with four parts of fresh water and used instead of 
the salt solution described. Sea water is about 
five times as salty as physiological salt solution 
or the blood or teaj-s. but owing to the presence 


i of other elements sea water reduced with fresh 
water is undoubtedly preferable for any remedied 
purpose. 


Some dentists advise the use of pure salt for 


brushing the teeth. 
I don't believe in brushing 


my teeth with a brush, but it must be a terrible 
experience indeed when salt is used, tho I know 
of no harm in it. 


Many valetudinarian?, for some reason beyond 


my understanding, acquire the habit of drinking 
considerable water mornings before breakfast and 
putting more or less salt in the water. They de- 
clare this has a mild aperient effect and seems to 
improve digestion. 
The water drinking, hot or 


cold as may" be preferred, is a fine health habit, 
anywhere from a glassful to a pint or more. It 
probably does as much good without salt as with 
salt, and in some instances of kidney deficiency it 
is better not to take so much salt.

touching the bites with a. bit of wet soap, or with 
peroxide. 
An application of the following mos- 


quito dope to the exposed skin will repel the pests 
for several hour?: 


Equal parts of oil of tar, oil of ""cedar, oil of 


citronella and olive oil. 


A cloth saturated %vith this and hung in window 


or doorway, will constrain the mosquitoes to seek 
elsewhere for blood.

Dcn't wash your feet, or if you must wash 
them, use only cool water, not hot water.

toes with a solution of an ounce of formalin in a 
haJf pint bottle filled up with water, once daily, 
for about a week, allowing the solution to dry on 
the feet and using brush or wisp of cotton on a 
stick to apply it, so that it is kept off your fing- 
ers. Also wring out your stocking feet in a solu- 
tion of as much boric acid as a quart of water will 
dissolve while hot. Wear two pairs of shoes al- 
ternately, and sprinkle boric acid powder in the 
resting pair.

RECORDS THAT ARE 


INVALUABLE 


London.—In the files and on the 


bookshelves at No. 5, Bloomsbury- 
square, th* home of the Society of 
Genealogists of 
London, there 
Is 


stored much human history, says the 
Times. Genealogy, as it is practiced 
in Bloomsbury-square, is a scienec 
many sided. It consists of far more 
than the mere unravelling of a skein 
of relationships. The data that I was 
allowed to examine there at my will 
threw abundant light on the habits 
and the customs of folk of dead ages, 
the callings and crafts and trades of 
our ancestors and even on their per- 
sonal appearances and manner of life. 


These records have been 
collected 


and collated and indexed with inspir- 
ing 
patience. 
Some of them 
have 


been secured after months and years 
of toilful search; some of them have 
been discovered by the merest chance. 
Bedfordshire churchyard inscriptions, 
matter of the greatest value to the 
genealogist, may be studied in the sev- 
ten volumes whereinto they have been 
collected and arranged by a single 
industrious 
enthusiast. 
Stories of 


whole families whose history covers 
hundreds of years may be traced in 
these volums. 
As an illustration of 


;ood fortune there may be q-ioted the 
discovery recently 
made among 
a 


heap of lumber of a pauper's pass- 
book. This dismal volume was dated 
1720, and bore the one name that was 
wanted to complete a family tree. 
Rcords from courts of law, deeds 
wills, and agreements—all are sources 
of information in the 
genealogist's 


quest. 


But why trace a genealogy? It was 


done originally to verify claims 
10 


peerage or other titles, and later to 
discover whether or no one's .ore- 
father's had "come over with the Con- 
queror." In the nineteeth century an 
mpetus was given to 
genealogical 


study by the desire of Americans 
to 


trace their British descent, a proctss 
that was facilitated by the throwing 
open 
of the records at 
Somerset 


House 
and, the Record Office. 
Its 


newer use is to discover anything that 
las a useful bearing on family his- 
tory, or to establish a claim requiring 
egal documentary support, or to aid 
n the study of the history 01 people. 


A search is now being made for the 


rightful owners of some shares in a 
company founded in 1692. A hundred 
vears ago thirty-five of tho share- 
•mlders had not been 
traced. 
Sine's 


then the genealogists ha"e 
reduced 


the number to seven. Each of 
the 


shares is worth 
over 
a 
thousand 


pounds, and about 30,000 pounds alto- 
;t>ther is awaiting lawful claimants. 


Apprenticeship duty books are an- 


other source of knowledge, and the 
Society has 
indexed 
one hundred 


thousand references therefrom. One 
turns to the index and reads for ex- 
ample, "Ransome, William, son of Si- 
mon Ransome of Great 'Yarmouth, 
barber, to Thomas Gibbons of Great 
Yarmouth, apothecary, consideration 
forty pounds, June 24, 1713." That is 
a bit of the history of the Ransomes 
of Great Yarmuth, and also of the 
Gibbons family of the same town. 


The depostions taken in courts of 


law are also of extreme value, show- 
ing as they do trades, ages, places 
of residence, and so forth, on specific 
dotes. Such details abound 
in 
the 


books I have been studying. 
They- 


were supplied on oath, and are to be 
relied on. They go back many cen- 
turies. 
When Laud was Bishop of 


jondon, Braintree in Essex lay in his 
diocese. In 1634 Dr. Samuel Collins 
was vicar there. He wrote to Laud

always is appreciated. The recipes in 
which 
green corn, canned corn, or 


corn ground into m»al is used ar« 
strictly American dishes. 


The Indians taught the early set- 


tlers to use corn, and one of 
their 


dishes is succotash—corn and beans 
cooked together, a delicious dish. 


Our ancestors did not always hava 


a large number of utensils and this 
lack produced many well-known dishes 
as chowders, the New England boiled 
dinner, stews and vegetable soup. 


When fish was not available 
they 


used corn for making th« chowder. 
With bread and butter, sometimes a 
salad, and a desert, one could ask for 
nothing more. 


The United States originated 
the 


"green corn on the cob" custom. If 
the corn is tender, cooked well and 
eaten hot with plenty of butter, is 
there anything more dslicious? 


If the three husks next the cob are 


left on and beared at the the ends the 
corn is much ewseter and keeps hot 
a longer time. 
Serve, of course, with 


these husks on—they are easily re- 
moved at the table. 
\ 


For those who do not like to eat 


corn from ths cob the kernels may 
be cut from the cob and cooked with 
butter and just enough water to keep 
it from burning. 
Salt, pepper 
and 


sugar to taste are added. 


Boiled corn may be cut from the 


cob, whsn cold, and made into many 
delicious dishes, as fritters and pud- 
ding or may be simply 
heated in 


milk and then seasoned to taste with 
butter added. 


A cream of corn soup Ie one of the 


•nicest of the cream soups, and may be 
made with fresh or canned corn. 


Corn and chicken go well together, 


and when one has a little roasted or 
boiled 
chicken 
and some corn left 


these may be scalloped and make a 
very satisfactory supper dish. 


Chop the chicken, cut the corn from 


the cob, and place in layers in a but- 
tered baking dish. 
Season well ftjid 


add some gravy or milk to moisten. 
Cover with buttered crumbs and bake 
iuntil thoroughly h/sated and 
crumbs 


are a nice brown. 


Green corn cut from the cob, lima 


beans, tomatoes, with chicken or beef 
maks a wonderful stew.
